Mayver McFadden l1laid before the Council the appliocatisn of The Texas
Company for the installation of a gascline filling station at the gouth~-
east corner of 26th and Guadalupe 3treets, and also the following recommen-

dations of the Safety Committee upon same;

Hon. Mayor and 0ity Council,
Auetin, Texeas.

Gentlemen:

We, your committee on the application of THE TIXAS OOMPANY asking
permlission to install and operate & drive-in gaeoline filling station azt
the southeest corner of West 26th and Guedalupe Streets, make the following
repoxt;

- We, the committee, recommend that thls permission be granted subjeot
K to the roilowing conditione:

1. That all buildings and equipment shall be placed ingide of the prop-
erty line, correct lines to be obteined before construction starts, or eguip-
ment 1z ingtalled. Lines and grades tc be obtsined from the City Engineering
Department for entrances and driveways, bullding plars to be approved by the
City Building Inspector.

2. That ceiling of thet portion of the building that extends over drive-
waye chall be covered with metzl. Surporte for portion extended over drive-
way to be supported by brick or reinforced concrete pillare.

2. Thzat gasoline storage tznks and pumps end equipment used in connectlion
therewith sball be of an approved type, and shall bear the label of the
National Board of Fire Underwriters. All equipment to be installed in com—

pliznce with City and State reguletions governing such instzllations. All
equipment tc be inspected ond approved before being placed in service.
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4., That gagoline pumpo and other eguivment used in connection with the
operation of & gasoline filling station shall be a0 located that cars receiving
service therefrom will not in any manner obstruct the sidewalk, street cr alley-
wzy. The pumps shall be at leact ten feet inside the property line.

5. That electric lichts only shall be used for lighting purposes, and all
electric wiring shall be done in complliance with regulationsg gecverning the wiring
of gasoline filling stations, and shall be approved by the City Electrloal De~

partment.

6. That "NO SMOKING" signs shall be displayed at all times, and no person
shall be permitted to gmoke or have any open flame on premises where gasoline

is scld or stored.

7. That there shall be kept in an accessible vlace at all times a chemical
fire extinguisher for emergency use.

8. That provision shall be maode to take care of waste oils and water by
having the proper connections with astomm or canitary sewer. Connections to
be made under the supervision of the City Engineering Department.

9. That an & inch drain line shall be conetructed at the expenge of the
applicant by the Street Department, connecting the nearest otorm sewer with an
outlet pipe on the west property line of the applicant, it being understood that
the cost of this installation will be cost of lubor and materia plus ten per
cent (104), a deposit to be made in escrow with the City Finence Director based
upon an estimate furnished by the Oity Engineer.

10. That a plan of the £illing etation, hereto attached, marked Exhibit “A%,
indicates the layout of the driveways and the uge of the Oity street and sidewalk
which must be followed during conetruction. That the 8 inoh pipe and catoh basin
ag shown on the plan, so constructed that all waste water and oclls and wagh water
from the ctatlon shall concentrate into said catch basin shall be followed in the

construction of this station. That 21l curbs, sidewzlks, ramps and & gutter
adjacent to the curbsg shall be constructed at the expense of the applicant,

11, That all gasoline pumpsg, tanks, equipment and piping connected thereto
ghall be insgpected and approved 5y the 61;y Plumbing Inspecior.

12. That the Eleotrical Superintendent shall be given a reasonable notice
before the exocavation of any conorete curb or gutter in which there is any
electric oable now exiasting.

13. That permission ghall be granted, sudject to the above conditions and
the present and future rules and regulations and ordinances of the Qity of
Austin, Texas, applying 15 or regulating gasoline filling statione, and said
permigsion shall be held to be granted and accepted, subjeot to a1l neceseary,
reasonable and proper, present and future, regulations and ordinances of the
City of Austin, Texae, in the enforcement of proper police, traffic and fire
regulations; and the right of revocation Lls retained if, atter hearing, it is
found by the City Council that the said TEXAS COXPANY has feiled and refuged
ang wiéi continue to fail and refuse to perform any such conditions, regulations
gend oxdinances.
